T I first learned about K~. Garrison’s Investigation In late 
December of 1966 when I met Mr. Carlos Erinvuier and a local 
newsman from Channel 12 T.V., Mr. Sam De Pino. Mr. Bringuier 
told Mr. De Pino that there was an investigation being con- 
ducted by Mr. Garrison In regard to the assassination of the 
late President. Mr. De Pino then went on to say that ho had 
furnished Information to Mr. Garrison In regard to Kr. Ferrie 
anff othera. 

At this roint 1 told Mr. De Pino that I had known Hr. 

Ferrie for aono time in the year 1961. Ho became very inter-, 

ested in what I had Just said and we started talking about Mr. 
Ferrie. V/hat I did not disclose to Kr.Do Pino that night was 
confidential information about Mr. Ferrie that oould have 
possibly linked Mr. Terrie and Osfcaid in a plot. 

Because of the foregding, I thought I could be of some 

help in the investigation and I asked Mr. De Pino to contact 
Kr. Garrison and advise the latter that if I could be of any 
help I would be willing to cooperate. 

Of course, Mr. Willis, at this time, I thou-ht that Kr. 
Garrison’s investigation relative to the assassination of , 
"the l*>tfe. Pre'-ident^found that the assassination was the work* 
of the Communists and possibly, Mr. Garrison had found real 
evidence. 

Days passed and 1 had not he~rd a word from the District 
Attorney *3 office, but finally, on the 1 week of January 8-15 of 
1967, Mr. Frank Klein telephone! my home and spoke to my Wife. 
Since I wa 3 at work, Mr, Klein left a message with my wife 
statin- that ho would call bee’-* and speak with re later. At

office that some day at 2P.M.. Ky reply was, Ye3 . 

Ky conversation with Hr. Klein was mainly centered abound 
the training c*T.p acros 3 Lake Ponchartrain; Mr. Ccrgio Arcncha}_ 
Smith; Mr. David William Ferrie;. Lee Harvey Oswald; Crusade to 
Free Cuba; and Gay Bannister. 
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Mr. Kloin told me that Lee H. Oswald had reportedly .been 
seen at the training camp. He a3ked ne Jf I had known of ouch 
a camp. I told Mr. Kloin that first of all it was almost in? 
possible that Oswald could have been at this camp because the 
camp In question wa3 an anti-Caotrp> one. 

Then I wont on explaining to him what I had known about 
thlB natter, I told him that tho way I found out about the camp 
was approximately a week bofor it dissolved^ Two Cubans had 
boen at Mr. Srlnguler'e store and had just left this particular 
camp because they were disgusted with it. Kr. Brlnguier called 
ne about this matter that day and I tried to help these two 
Cubans by paying for one of them a one-way ticket via Greyhound 
bus to Miami. I also gave each of them ten (vlO) dollars for 
expen3rs and meals. I also stated to Hr. Klein that I had tho 
names of three Cubans who were at the camp; two of them were 
military leaders and the other one was a spy who was discovered 
at the camp. I also told him what Hr. Richard Dr.vis had told 
me about the camp just a few days before the camp was abandoned* 
To ray surprise Mr. Klein asked me is I had ever been at the 
camp and my reply was tho truth, "No". 

■Ve started talking about Kry Arcacha and his whorefcbouts. 

1 tdld. him that I did not know exactly when Mr. Arcacha had 
left th? city, but it was presumably around the middle of 1962. 
Then he asked me if I had seen Arcacha in the city in 1963. 

Ky answer was,"Ko". Then I went on explaining to Hr. Klein 
that due to the conditions in which Hr. Arcacha had loft the 
city it was almost impossible that he could have come back. 

Mr. Klein astonished me when he told as ha had witnesses that 
had positively identified Mr. Sergio Arcacha Smith here in New-- 
Orleans ^ln the year of 1$63 ° Furthermore, that Arcacha was 
really living here in Iiew Orleans "in 1953. 

A few rainut'-a later wo tclk-d about Mr. Forrie. At tihat 
aonont I told Mr. Klein that I had confidential information in 
resard to lir. Fcrrie be 3 ng a Communist* Mr. Klein ’was not in- 
terested at ell in regard to this information. Ve discussed 
Kr. Ferrle for some time and then the conversation chahged to 
Hr, Gay Bannister. I told him that I had been in Mr. Bannister's 
office several times during the lsto part of 1951 with Kr. 

Arcacha nnd Mr. Ferrle. Then hqfankel me if I had ever seen 
Lee H. Oswald in Mr. Bannister's off’ce. I told him, s No". 

2 also explained to him that who ever was telling them things 
like th-t should be investigated because Oswald, according to 
the V'arron Commission and the FBI, waa in Russia at that time. 

I then explained to him tho meeting that I had with Oswald on 
August 16,1963 when I tried to infiltrate Oswald's organisation. 
The Fair Play for Cuba Committee. I refored him to statements 
made by Mr. Brlnguier 6n the t’arren Commission Report, and I 
also told him that I had requested the FBI and the Secret Service 

-not to disclose my name to the public, but to be kept on official 
government statements because my father .was in jail in Cuba at 
the tine and could very well be shot. '\ ^ 
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Thon I told Mr. Klein that in the liter part of 1961 'and 
tho bog inning of 1962 a Crusade to Free Cuba was founded her© 
in New Orleans for the purpose of collecting money to liberate 
.our country. I explained to him that the committee was com- 
posed of anti- Communist Americans who were responsible and 
known^cltizens of this community. Immediately Mr. Klein told 
me , Conservatives". I replied very quickly that 1 don't 
know about that but I know for sure they were all anti- Communists, 

Minutes later ho asked me if I had ever heard of the name 
pf Cliy Bertrand, Santana, of Torres. 1 told him that. I had 
never heard of the names of Santana and Torres, but I thought 
I had hoard of the name Bertrand before. }?y the way, Mr. Willis, 
the n9me of Mr. Bertrand was mentioned to me by the FBI Just 
days after the assassination of President Kennedyr but at that 
moment I could not remember where I had heard it.). Then twe 
detectives brought four pictures into the room. One was a 
picture of Oswald distributing Communist propaganda in front of 
the International Trade Mart. Ittold then that I did not know 
any one of the persons in it except Oswald and furthermore, I 
had been shown that picture by the FBI on a previous occasion 
for the purpose of identifying any of those people. The other 
three pictures were according to Mr. Klein of Ferrie, which I 
recognized immediately, and two convicted criminals, Santana 
and Torres. I do not know any of those two criminals. 

At the end of the meeting that day I told him that I 
wouli get for him all I had about th,e Crusade to Free Cuba, 
the names of the people at the camp that Mr. Richard Davis had 
. told me and other natters pertaining to Mr. Arcacha, Mr. Davis, 
aqd bring also to thorn letters .wfcipiel bSdwhich I bad, which. I v 
"had written to the President .of the. United States, Lyndon B. 
Johnson, in 1964, in regard to the Warren Commission Report 
and ny acquaintance with Oswald on August 16, 1963. 

As soon ac I left tho District Attorney's office I had my 
doubts about tho Investigation and I decided to gather all .the 
ihformatlon that I had available In order that I oould llarify 
for the Didtrict Attorney's office a lot of false information 
given to them by others. 

On Friday mornin--',. January 20, 1967, I decided that the 
following day I would visit the District Attorney's office in 
ordor to bring all the information I had. I left ay office at 
5 P.M. and about at 6o?'clock a man knocked on the door of my 
home and informed mo that he was giving me a Supcna to apj^ear 
at the District Attorney's office on Saturday, January 21,1967 
at 12 O'clock noon. (Photostatic. Copy attached) I did not put 
much importance to At and I went to the office with all the 
information that I had previously collected. 
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Upon n y arrival there I '.in* recolvod by Kr. Louis Ivon 
who brought qo Into n 3 Toll rooo. Ho told mo that Mr. Garrison 
would occme very shortly, In that snail room they hod placed 
e riflo with o telescopic oinht on top of a table very near to 
bo, in foot, if I had wanted, I could hnvo touched it without 
getting cut of ny chair. On another tabic tbrp placed pictures 
of criminals* To ny loft was a picture of tho Map of Louisiana 
har^inp on tho wall. I sat waitin'; with the albuu I brought 
cnd~V<io other information I had aloo, 2 wan left alone in tho 
room and tho lino won passing. 2 tried to amuse myself by study- 
ing the cap on the wall from my chair. About half an hour Inter 
Hr",' Ivon came into the room and fctqyed for about twenty minutes . 
Ho then removed the riflo from tho table where it was and moved 
it to the table under tho sap of Louisiana. Bcforo ho left the 
roon he ^evo me approximately ten picturon of criminals -fo look 
at. He rromlscd that Mr. Garrison would see me in ten minutes. 
About half an hour later I was f,ottlny c.uite mad about the whole 
thins because I could see through the bottom of the door leading 
to a hall way that thoro was always pcoplo passing by in the 
direction of Hr. Garrison's office. Then I hoard a noise in 
tho room next to nine and I noticed a mirror on a door. 

Althou-h at the tind I did not think anythin; of it I thought 
tho best thine I could do was take a nap. Finally n round 
3;30 ?.!!», -almost after four hours of sitting in tho room, Hr. 

Ivon came an! told me that Mr. Gnrrinon was rondy to sec me. 

Ho told no that ho had to search me for weapons. ” o lifted my 
hands and -~avo we a thorough check. 1 was so furious at this 
time that I told him that was the way to treat people who ware 
vol'lntoerinm information. He askofl no why I was annry and I 
immediately 'replied to him,* I come to this office to try to 
help you. people end you treat no Ills I was a criminal or In - 
a -prison dn Cuba. He then told no -that he didn’t want to nako 
any comments and that Mr. Garrison himself will cake the comments 
about that. 

I imxiod Intel v asked Mr. Garrison why I had been oubrenaod 
when I had told Mr. ivloin and also Mr. Do lino that I would- 
cooperate in his investigation If they needed no. He did not 
repiy to my question and started asking rae questions. I 
Immediately opened the album that I had about tho Crusade to 
Free Cuba and I oto ted explaining to him how I was able to 
eliminate from this committee before It sta-tei Mr. Ferric. I 
told Mr. Garrison my fce.lin-c about Forrio because I never did 
trust or like him when he was with Hr. Arcacha, 

Then the convcro at tono changed to the camp across Lake 
Pontohartraln. He asked me what I knew shout the Camp. I ex- 
plained to him the same thin.- that I had previously told Mr. 
Klein except that I had brought with mo tho names of tho three 
persons which I had promisol to obtain for Mr. Klein a few days 
before. 
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In foot, I had with no a nev 3 pap.?r picture of the 3 py who Wan

Mr. C ’.rrison wos quite, no then I save him ay letters to 
the Pres' ' jnt of tho Unite! States dated October 6 , 19 64 and 
October !?, 1964, oopieo of which are attached to this lctter 0 
Ho look a I at then and then nave them to Mr. Ivon who was oittinr; 
with un all that tine. In the noontime Mr. Garrison was looking 
through the album of Crur.aio to Free Cuba. He was looking with 
interest at the nano 3 of those on thio committee. He asked oc 
If I knew Gay Bannister an! I told hin that I did. lie then 
askod no if I knew that Oswald uned to visit Gay Bannister 1 0 
offico. I replied , "Mo" . Then very calmly ho told no that sup- 
pose ho told me that Oswald van not a Communist, but nnd.anti- 
Connuniot, what then? I immediately told hin that somebody was 
nuts or tins lying because when I not Oswald on August 16, 1963* 

I vao oonvlnoed he ’.fas a Communist; Booidoo, Oav/ald could not 
poosibly be an anti-Co'jrunist beenuso all ovidonco found about 
Oswald indicated that ho was a Communist, I referred him to the 
Warren Commission Rop-ort. This ctnrt 9 d a very heated debate 
between. Ur. Garrison an! I. At this moment he accused me of 
being with Oswald, Ferric and Arcach.a at Mancuso’s Restaurant 
at Conn and Lafayette Streets. I told him that it was a big lie 
and it could not have b°an possible. Then he replied that thoro 
were some witnesses who recognised no today no being in that 
restaurant. I told hin that I had been in that restaurant cany 
. ticon in 1951 between October and Deoombor, but that I had never 
barn inside that rentaur'-nt after that time. I also told his „ ’ 
Hint vac Very stupid because Oswald was in Fuss in In 1961 and 
not in I!cv Orleans. Thch he toll c'o, taking tho Open Letter 
to tho President mentioned above, *V."hen I am finished with 
this' investigation, I nn Going, to clean my ass with this." Sinco 
ho van so nasty about it, I gave him tho following reply, "Then 
Mr. G.arrl non , what I think I'm going to do when you finish your 
investigation is to clear, ny ase with it.* I also recall ask- 
ing him about what ho ves going to do with tho k'arren Report 
and his reply was the sene ns before. I thought that this va3 
a big Joke and that somebody was lying to hin, so I started to 
laugh. 

Then ho started talkin' about tho comp. A few minutes 
later he aocuaod 70 of being at the camp, too. Itold hin that 
I was going to prove to hin that all thoso things w-'ro lies and 
that I would bo able to prove it. He thch kind of threatened 
mo whoh ho said that I'd better toll hin th<3 truth now because 
he was going to -accu 3 S no and brin” no before tho Grand Jury. 

I told him that I was telling hin the truth and that' somebody 
else was Ivlng to him* Then wo wont into other different oub= 
Jeoto and I triad to convince Mr. Garrison that he had everythin?; 
wrong and that 2 could be of much service to him. 
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Mr. Garrison toll cs that before I could help him I would 
have to take a lie detector toot. 1 tolddh'Adnthat I would take 
a llo detector toct or truth Gorun nnytlmo that he wanted 
boonuoo I vould nhov/ him what I v°.b telling him vag the truth. 

Ho thon rokod 10 If I would toko a lie detector tost at that 
moment. I told Mr. Garrison that It vac 0.?:, with no. Mr. Ivon 
then loft tho room and brought Mr. Carrinon and n? a cup of coffoo. 
Ho told no that iho£ oould not give no o llo detector tost that 
day, but that they would call no early Sunday nomine;, that Is, 
the no:-:t day, and then they would be ©bio to perform the teotinn 
tho afternoon.

1 left .Jr. Garrison’s office that day and Mr. Ivon acconpaniod 
ae to ny cr.r. Ana In ho kind of threatened nc by tel liny no that 
I Hotter be tollin'; them tho truth bocauso tho lie detector would 
prove other-..' lee. 1 <-ot ind and I asked him. if h& thought I was 
some kind of a nut to oven vrito letters to tho President of tho 
United Stntor, and distribute thon at tho Junr Hotel in tho preosnoe 
of V. r. Johnson when he vas hero and llo about it. He did not cay 
a word at all after that. I waited all day that Sunday .but I did 
not roccivo a phono call fro n then.

On Monday, January 23,1557 at about 7 • /f 5 ? . , while I va3 at 
a relative's house aor-.eonc called ray house. V.y wife answered end 
tho man told r:y wlfo that he vna r*oin~ to kill no because I had 
beeh yoine to the 01 strict Attorney's office several tines. 

The man told my wife that ho had killed fifty people inoonc day 
and one more woo r.ot yoiny to oaks any diffe'cnce. This frightened 
n y wife torribly and 3ho called me Immediately. As soon as I 
£ 0 ^ homo J reported the* incident to the FBI and to tho Police Copt* 
Vhon the 'polico arrived I told thou why I had been threatened 
(Poonune tie call thrt I had been virfi ti.ip'the District Attorney's 
office), and they immediately contacted the District Attorney. 

I Had been once before threa’tor.el, years before, by a nan o-llcd 
Jack Martin, so I told tho police about it. The next da;/, on 
Tuesday, Jon. 24, 1957 , I wan asked by tho District Attorney to 
briny, icy vifo with me in orlcr that sho ni.aht be able to listen 
to a one tapes of voices, ‘.‘hen thc£ played tho tape with Martin's 
voice, ny wlfo lmoodiatel y rooo.anlr.od it. A few minutes lrtor 
we wer-’ asked to yo see Mr. Garrison. Mr. Garrison received us 
very politely and told us that he know it vas Jack^-f-fartln *ooeau3o 
information had leaked out of his office to Martin about icy vi3lta 
there.

Ho then wont on to explain that after tho plan to hill 
Castro failed, they decidod to kill President Kennedy. He also 
told me that ono of the persona who was in tjp^'pho to graph with 
Os vail the day ho hib dlctrlbut ln£ tja»--5^rrGnlst propaganda 
was a Cuban by the nano of 'lianuo)^Garc>5 Gonzales , He then 
told me that this Cuban was dcffnately Implicated because there 
are pictures of this nan and other Cubans behind a "billboard" 
close to whero the late President was shot. :Io also told the 
aancs of two other anti-Conmunlst Americans , that I know, that 
ho said vers definately implicated. I was not completely shocked 
by those revelations,’ on the contrary, I felt pity for Mr. 
Garrison for I felt suro that somebody had been "pulling his leg", 
I started very calaly to toll him that somebody was lying to him 
or tho Communist were behind the story.

By a coincidence I wont by the District Attorney 1 3 office 
on Saturday, Jan. 23, 1967 to bring the chocks which I had 
made on August 1, 1963 for the two Cubans who were at the camp 
and which 1 had previously stated at tho beginning of this 
letter in my conversation with Mr. Klein and al3o to ask Mr. 
Garrison to give rac a lie detoctor test if he wanted./ Inside 
the little room where I had been on the previous Saturday 
they were questioning 2ir. Jack S. Martin. I waited’-for about 
five minutes and then Mr. Ivdn Cotr.e outside and told mo that 
Martin had confessed that he was the one who threatened to kill 
see on January 23, 1967. 

I asked Mr. Ivon if it was possible that I could iald to 
Xr f Jack Martin to find out why he wanted to kill me. Ivon 
hesitated but then told no it was O.X. Iwalked into the room 
and Jack Martin told me that the reason why ho called me was 
that he was drunk and did not know what .ho was saying. I then 
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proceeded to cross-oxH.iilne Jack Martin in a very persuasive way 
in full agreement with Mr. Ivon and Mr. Martin himself. My 
reason for doing so was to find out if he was the one who had 
beentelling .-ir. Garrison all those false stories; because at 
one time, in 1951, ho worked for 2ir. Gay Eannister and he used 
to go quite often to Mancuso's Restaurant where Mr. Garrison 
had told ce previously pooplq hai^Born me with Oswald, Ferrie,

■ As 1 started questioning Mr. Martin, I found out £or 
certain that he was the one. As I was completely destroying 
all of Martin’s statements that he had given to the District 
attorney’s office some time in November, the written testimony 
which Mr. Ivon was holding in his hand. ' 3uddonly Ivon stopped 
me, Just ao Martin had Just told me that Arcacha had left town 
JU3t prior to the assassination. I asked him what year it was 
and he said t’Jat the Fresldent wa3 killed In 1952 . Immediately 
after that Mr. Ivon ashed Martin to take a lie detector test. 
Martin told him that he would take one on another day. Mr. 

Ivon then a3ked me to leave the room and I obeyed. I waited 
outside and ‘hen moments later Mr. Ivon oame out of the room 
with his hnnl on his gun and told me. "If t^ls s.o.b. changes 
his mind about what he. had told us I’n going to break his 
head open". Then Mr. Ivin told me that he we. s going to take 
that 3,o.b. home. I was shocked to see that Mr. Ivon was not 
evon going to put Jack Martin In Jail, but, on the contrary, 
he was going to give him a ride home. I did not day a word and 
I left the office. Later on several occasions/ I requested that 
Mr. Ivon arrange for an appointment with Mr. Garrison about 
Jack Martin. Up to this date I have not been able to speak to 

Mr, Garriaonn about this matter at allj «

What “has always puzrled me is that T'have been several 
times afterwards at their office and I have received several 
calls from them requesting ay help to identify different 
people, but never have I seen nor has Mr. Garrison returned 
my call3 in regard to Jack Martin. 

Although I would like to go into detail about other 
Incidents that have oecurod during several other visits to the 
office of the district Attorney, my tine does not permit me to 
do soatt this time. But I willd like to point out to y-o? that 
many l’rregularitie3 have occurred in my presence, and I believe, 
that they are not in accordance with the Constitution of the 
United Stated. 



I finally would like to point out that the reason why I’n 
dlsoloslng -conf 3 dcntlal information told to me by Mr. Garrison 
to your comraittos Is that he may have given the same information 
to tho irresF^ns ible and loft-win * author of the book;*Rush to 
Judgement" , MR. MARK LANK.
